right to growth and its duties to the 
country were discussed by President- j 
elect Wopdrow \Vilson in a speech be- j 
fore the Commercial flub of Chicago 
Saturday night. 


"I do not care how big a business 


grows provided it grows big in contact 
with keen competition," he said. 


The governor made an appeal for a 


dissolution of what ne said were preju- f 
dices in this country between capital | 
and labor. 


Among Governor Wilson's auditors ) 


were bank presidents, railroad presi- • 
dents and heads of great business en- 
terprises. Seated near him were Gov- , 
ernor Deneen.

Governor-elect Dunne, a Democrat. 


Contrary to expectations, Governor 


Wilson was not spoken to by local 
politicians in reference to the sena- 
torial situation in Illinois. His only 
caller was Charles R. Crane, who fre- 
quently has been mentioned as a cab- 
inet possibility. 


Governor Wilson declared that suc- 


cess of enterprise depends upon the 
opening up to the rank and file of the 
nation not only its physical resources 
but the business credit as well.

"I am not drawing an indictment

Columbus. Jan. 13.—With the Bring 


of seventeen guns, following the ad- 
ministration of the oath

office, 


James M. Cox of Dayton, today was 
proclaimed governor of the State of 
Ohio, succeeding Governor Judson, 
Harmon. Judge John E. Sater of the 
L'nited States District court presided 
at the inaugural ceremonies, 
and 


Chief Justice Shauk of the 
Supreme 


Court of Ohio, administered the oath 
of office. 


The scene attending the inaugura- 


tion was most 
impressive. On 
the 


stand in the state house rotunda with 
Governor Cox was his mother. Mrs. 
Eliza Cox, his daughter, Helen, Miss 
Genevieve Clark, daughter of Speaker 
Champ Clark of Congress, members of 
the governor's staff, state officials, the 
justices of the Supreme court in their 
long, flowing bluck robes, members ot 
both branches of the legislature,* and 
people prominent in society life of 
the capital. 


To emphasize the 
importance of 


this governmental change, impressive 
exercises have been programmed for 
the day and thousands of his fellow 
citizens from all parts of the state 
were in Columbus to witness th« cere- 
monies. 


With the arrival of early morning 


trains inauguration crowds began to 
pour into th« city—military organiza- 
tions, political clubs, special excur- 
sion trains, following each other at 
the union station in rapid succession.

The speaker pointed out 
the beginning of these blessings as al- 
ready with us; but they are only the 
faint dawniugs of tbe greater light 
which will flood the world when the 
great Sun of Righteousness.
